allowance is made for optimism the verdict assuredly 
vindicates a policy of patience and sympathy with the 
Mexican’s struggle for the chance to become a citizen 
in his own country, on his own land.

a vast amount of human effort. It takes & 
more human effort to get 40,000 cars through @ 
congested freight yard than through one that is 
working smoothly. It takes more effort to move 
freight with worn-out and inadequate qquipment 
than with proper motive power and cars. It 
takes a great Geal more effort to take freight from 
the cars when halfway to its destination and bring 
it the rest of the way by motor truck than to have 
it go its normal course. Now such wastes afflict 
this country’s transportation and they ripple all 
down the processes of production, for when fac- 
tories can't get coal and retailers can’t get goods 
and manufacturers can't get raw materials, the 
waste of human effort multiplies. The real cost — 
of production is terribly high under these condi- 
tions. The consumer must pay by his efforts not 
only for what he gets but for the waste attendant 
to giving it to him.

0 FEET 10 DEATH a 
Brother of wn Publisher Killed | O 


in Drop From City Hos- 
pital Window. 


Elias Houser, 67 years old, whose | 
brother, the late Daniel M. Houser, | 
formerly was proprietor of the 
Globe-Democrat, fell from a second-, 
story window of the city hospital at 
2:30 o'clock vesterday morning ahd 
was killed. He had been at the hos- 
pital since July 17. suffering front 
heart trouble. He had previously 
been making his home at the Laciede 
Hotel Annex, Broadway and Chest- 
nut streets, which was once the old 
Houser Building. 

A hospital attendant sa~ Houser 
Standing on a radiator Mach is level 
with the sill of a large window, with 
the window screen lying on the floor. 
The attendant spoke to Houser, who 
just then plunged through the win- 
dow to the ground, a distance of 30 
feet. He was*picked up dead. 

Houser was reticent about his af- 
fhirs when he entered the hospital! 
but gave the name of Douglas Hous- 
er of 4914 Argyle place, a member 
of the family and official of the 
Globe-Democrat as the person to be 
notified in emergency. Relatives 
had been expected to send for Hous- 
er July 19, but they failed to come 
and he decided to remain at the city 
institution. 

Dr. Rolla Henry, manager of the 
hospital, said that heart trouble 
Sometimes makes breathing diffi- 
cult and that Houser might have 
removed the screen to get more air. 
An official report said that he may 
have had cardiac insaf&iity, induced 
by his disease. It had recently been 
Suggested that he be placed in an) 
observation ward, but on his condi- 
tion improving this was not done. 

The death is the second tragedy in 
the Houser family. On May 13. 
1907, Mrs. Daniel M. Houser shot 
herself at her home, 4545 West Pine 
boulevard and died a short time 
later. She was formerly Miss Agnes 
Barlow. 

Elias Houser is survived by three 
Sisters, Mrs. Sarah Simmons of 
O'Fallon, Ill, Mrs. Jane McFalland 
of Kansas City and Mrs. Angelica 
Houser of Los Angeles. A brother.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 24.—

while it lies wholly within the power 
the chief executive to call a spe- 
session, he is powerless to ad- 
urn one. He fears that once the 
on is called it will be prolonged 
da would not justify the cost. Gov 
ner, it is further reported, has 
ded that there is no real emer- 
gency and that the measures contem- 
plated for the special session can 
wait until the regular session con- 
venes next January. 

“I have stated on several occaSions | 
that, in the event the thirty-sixth 
State ratified the suffrage amendment 
before Aug. 3 I would call a special. 
session of the Legislature in order 
to provide the necessary state ma- 
chinery so that the women could ree- 
ister and vote in the primary on that 
Gate. I also said that, in view of the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
franchise tax law, I would in the 
event the special session was called, 
ask the Legislature te reduce the 
State income tax rate. and, also, re- 
d@uce the corporation franchise rates.

“The amounts appropriated by the 
Legisiature for repairs and improre- 
ments of the various State institu 
tions have been expenced, and the 
institutions are now in fine shape. 

“The new fish and game iaw is 
working well. Receipts have been in- 
creased and $35,644.33 has been set 
aside for the State park purchase. 
the 
purchase of the famous Sequiocta 
Park and spring site near Spring- 
field, where the largest and most 
modern fish hatchery in the country 
ts now under construction. 

Roads Developing. 

“The good roads program is fa- 
vorably and rapidly developing. All 
indications point to the overwhelm- 
ing approval by the people on Nov 
4 of the $60,000,000 road bond issue. 
The survey of the 6000-mile State 
system is progressing rapidiy, 4534 
miles having been completed or con- 
tracted for. The construction of 1300 
miles of surfaced roads has been ap- 
proved by the State Highway Com- 
mission, costing $13,590,000. Those 
of dirt 
roads in the State will no doubt, be 
agreeably surprised to learn that 
only 127 miles of graded earth roads 
have been approved in the entire 
State, and it is the purpose to hard

“On July 1 there was a total of 
$11.000.000 in the State treasury. 
There seems to be a general mis- 
apprehension, however, in relation 
to this treasury balance.

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TUBERCULOSIS IS SWEEPING 
RUMANIA, LEONARD SAYS 


Relief Worker Tells How Thousands Are Dy- 
ing From Plague—Bolshevism on 
Decline, He Believes. 


Osear Leonard, superintendent of 
the Jewish Educational and Charit- 
table Alliance of St. Louis, has re- 
turned from a five-months’ stay in 
Rumania. his native country, where 
he went as a relief worker for the 
Joint Distribution Committee in 
Bucharest, capital of Rumania. 

In an interview given out in New 
York through the relief organiza- 
tion which he has served aProad. 
Leonard deciared that Boishevism is 
not at present a menace in Rumania, 
that anti-Semitism has declined 
greatiy, and that tuberculosis is one 
of the most serious problems in that 
country. 

“The Jewish people have complete 
rights in Rumania now,” said Leon- 
ard. “Only one of the 40 newspa- 
pers in Bucharest is anti-Semitic, 
and that one makes eut an occasion- 
al statement against the Jews. In 
the University of Jassy. once a hot- 
bed of anti-Semitism where A. C. 
Cuzga. the leading anti-Semite of 
Rumania, holds a professorship, Dr. 
Simon Santilevici has been ap- 
peinted professor of mathematics, 
the first Jew to become a member 
of the faculty of the university.” 

Ithough conditions as a whole 
are better in Rumania than in Po. 
land, tuberculosis is sweeping the 
country. due to five years under- 
overcrowding 
in the cities Much of American 
Jewish relief work in Rumania is 
an attempt to combat tuberculosis. 
Severa] thousand children are being 
taken away from the miserable, 
crowded quarters In which they live 
in Bucharest, rooms in which fami- 


lies of eight and 10 exist. veritable 


het-bede of tuberculosis and are 
being sent to the country. Other 
plans for combatting the disease are 
the building of open air schools and 
the establishment of tuberculosis 
camps, using American tents. 
Homeless Being Taken In. 
“Houses partially ruined by 
war are being repaired and made 
habitable, in return for which the 
owners agree to take in another 
family to live with them.” Leonard 
continued. “The people pay for this 
house repairing in small install- 
ments. This ts also effective in com- 
batting tuberculosis, because so 
many houses are without doors and

RAR READERS: 

We sailed from Penang on the Brit- 
ish India ship, Ekma, a top-heavy tub 
full of bum food, white ants and cock- 
roaches. These cockroaches are the 
biggest I ever saw. Two or three of 
them would get together and shove 
your suitcase ‘round the compartment, and they 
would crawl inside a shirt and carry it right up the 
wall; and the while a procession of white ants 
would be parading around, seeking silk shirts, socks 
and expensive neckties to devour. 

And hot! Oh, boy! Hot and aticky. The sea lay 
smooth, and oily and flat, as though the sun had 
pressed it down by sheer weight of heat rays. But 
the color made up for it. Sunrise and sunset, day 
after day, held all the crude color of a new palette— 
the most wonderful combinations. And at night We 
plowed up a phosphorescent wake of bright glowing 
emerald, so bright that one could read by it. 


Up forward we scared hundreds of flying fish, that 
fled with glittering trails of watery sparks, Mike 
green rockets.

R. A. A. BRILL of New York, the famous 

alienist, has for 10 years been in the habit 

of asking his patients at the first interview: 

“What personage from history or legend do 
you admire most, or whom would you consider your 
ideal?’’ He has collected answers also from friends, ac- 
quaintances, college students and school children, and 
he gives in the Medical Record an interesting resume 
of the answers: 

“In putting the question,” he writes, “! assumed that 
the person we admire most, who is our ideal, expresses 
in his life our conscious and unconscious strivings. 
That is to say, we admire this personage so much be- 
cause we would wish to be like him and are always 
endeavoring to emulate his mode of reaction to the 
world. 

“It will perhaps be surprising to hear that over 90 
per cent of my male answers confined themselves to 
only five historical persons. Of 586 male adults, 396 
answered ‘Napoleon,’ 101 answered Lincoln,” 38 an- 
swered ‘‘Caeasar,” 26 answered “Washington,” 16 an- 
swered “Frederick the Great,”’ and the rest, 9, had vari- 
ous other ideals. Perhaps the most significant part is 
that over 19 per cent had Napoleon as their ideal, and 
that of the 586 men only two answered “Jesus.” And, 
considering that 80 of the 586 gave Caesar, Washington

and Frederick the Great as the persons whom they a1- 
mired most, and that Lincoln, who among Americi:!- 
born men stood next to Napoleon, although not a so!- 
dier, was not a weakling in any sense, one can readi!\ 
see what the average intelligent person's ideals a)- 
He evidently admires most a man of action who can 
put in operation those impulses which he himsc'!f 
would wish to live through but'dares not or cannvt 
do so. 

“This also demonstrates that we are not as ideal in 
our unconscious strivings as some make us believ:. 
that the good book is correct in asserting, ‘For th» 
imagination of the human heart is evil from the b-. 
ginning.’ Only two Christians out of over 60 pei cent~ 
of Christians took Jesus as their ideal. One was a 
physician who had given up the practice of medicine 
and lived on a ranch, and the other was a literary zgen- 
tleman who lived on his income. These answers also 
explain why things primitive fascinate us, why plays 
dealing with crime are popular and why most of th* 
news items in ovr daily press are not exactly about 
the cardinal virtues in men.

OT all of the Presidential candidates live 
either in Ohio or in the penitentiary. 
There is a man in St. Louis who has 
received the nomination of a party or- 
ganized more than 30 years ago. He is 
proud of the honor, and will make an 
energetic campaign, although he says 
frankly that he hasn't a chance of being elected. 

This man is William W. Cox, paperhanger and for- 
mer coal miner, of 425 Bates street, who was chosen 
to head the ticket of the Socialist-Labor party at the 
convention held in New York City from May 5 to 11 
inclusive. 

This party has for its avowed object the substitution 
of an industrial form of government for the existing 
political form, but denies very emphatically that it is 
the party of “American Bolshevism.” The plan is to 
use only constitutional methods in bringing about the 
change, say members. 

Cox, who had the nomination for Vice President on 
the same party's ticket in 1904, is a man of more than 
medium height, strongly built, with steady blue eyes, 
a firm chin and scanty hair, inclined to be red. His 
manner is agreeable. He speaks easily and _ well, 
though occasionally mispronouncing a word. 

Despite the handicap of the “capitalistic’’ system 
which the Socialist-Labor party would abolish, Cox 
has managed to raise a family of six children, and 
he did it by the sweat of his brow. He has 
been a farm laborer, a brickyard workman, a 
coal miner and a paperhanger. Only a year 
ago he laid aside his workman's garb to 
serve as an organizer for the Workers’ In- 
ternational Industrial Union. 

“We don't expect to elect any of our tick- 
et,’’ said Cox, who apparently is far removed 
from the ‘fanatic’ or even the “crank” type 
of persons. “The campaign which we are 
carpy on is purely educational and pre- 
paratory. That is what we rely upon for our 
success in the end—educating the public te 
know just what our movement stands for and 
what an industrial organization of the State 
will accomplish for everybody.” 

Cox was born in 1864, upon a farm near 
the town of Effingham, in the county of the 
same name, Illinois. He relates with pride 
that he was born in a log cabin, that as a 
boy he helped his father to, split rails and 
that his father had a yoke of oxen for the 
farm work 

The future candidate upon the ticket of the 
Socialist-Labor party was only a few months 
old when his father was drafted into the 
Union army and served until the end of the war. When 
the father returned from the war, the family removed 
to Madison County and continued as farmers for the 
next dozen years. 

The only education which Cox received, except by his 
own efforts, he got at this time in little country school- 
houses. He attended school from 5 to 12 years of age, 
and thus obtained about what the grammar school 
graduate receives today. 

“When | was 5 years old,” he said, “Il was anxious 
to attend the school, which was only a few hundred 
feet from’ our house. I was thought to be too young 
for it.. but I insisted, probably as much for the 


sake of being with the other 
children as for any other 
reason. 


“Finally my mother, who, I 
suppose, was tired of going 
down to the school yard and 
bringing me home, went to 
talk with the teacher about it. 
The teacher advised that I be 
allowed to come, remarking 
that I would undoubtedly get 
tired of it in a few days and 
be glad to stay away. So the 
next morning my mother 
fixed me up a little lunch, al- 
though the schoolhouse was 
only next door, you might 
say, and started me off to 
school. I can remember yet 
how happy I was and how 
grownup I felt. But instead 
of getting tired of school I 
stuck to it in such a way that 
the matter was finally 
brought before the school 
trustees and they decided 
that, in spite of being below 
the legal age, I could stay

When Cox was 12 years old the family removed to 
Collinsville and the boy got employment with farmers 


in the vicinity. Forty-odd years ago the work on a 
farm was much more laborious than in this era of 
agricultural machinery, and there was more of it per 
hired “hand.” ’ 

Yet, notwithstanding the montonous toil which has 
decided thousands of lads to abandon the old for com- 
paratively young) homestead for the shorter hours and 
more varied amusements of town life, Cox savs now 
that he always has had a “hankering” for the farm 
during all his subsequent life, and that, if he should 

cease to be active in the Socialistic work, 
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he would not consider any other life than 
that of a farmer. 

One result of this farming background 
in his life has been to convince Cox that 
life on the farm must be made more 
agreeable for the young people who are 
raised in the country and who are only 
too apt to depart cityward at the first 
opportunity. More amusements, such as 
young people enjoy, is one of the prime 
necessities for keeping the young people 
on the farms, he says. 

The winter that he was 16 years old 
Cox went to work in the coal mines, and 
thus entered upon what became his prin- 
ciple line of work afterwards. Until he 
was 20 years old he worked summers on 
farms and winters in the mines. 

It was at this time that he began to re- 
volve certain ideas and to form certain 
opinions which eventually caused him to 
become active in the work of Socialistic 
propaganda. For one thing, he decided 
that in the case of practically all the

“| decided that the biggest curse of the whole sys- 
tem was that of profits,” said Cox. “The management 
was always thinking about its-profits. To keep down 
expenses, and thus increase those profits, the man- 
agement would neglect attending to things of such 
importance as sprinkling the dust or cleaning out the 
gas, either of which is liable to cause an explosion. 
There was nothing wrong with the law, but the ‘pro- 
prietors of the coal mines were quite apt not to com- 
ply with the law, because of the expense 

“The next idea, that if the mines belonged to the 
public and hence did not have to be worked at a 
profit, every precaution and safeguard for health as 
well as for life could be provided for the workers, 
came to me readily. I felt sure that it would have just 
that result, and that it would be much to the satisfac- 
tion of the general public. 

“Further reflection convinced me that what seemed 
to be such a desirable reorganization of the coal in- 
dustry would apply equally well to the other industries 
which support life and make it comfortable. In short, 
| became a Socialist, and ever since then I have been 
studying economics: and the literature of the Socialist- 
Labor party, and in later years helping to spread the 
doctrines.” 

When 20 years old Cox came to St. Louis, and next 
vear was married, being then emploved in a brickyard. 
During the next 20 years the Cox family lived vari- 
ously, according to employment conditions, in Ed- 
wardsville, Collinsville and Belleville. In the winter 
time Cox worked in the mines, in the summer time 
he “carried the hod” or got some kind of farm em- 
ployment. 

A few vears later the summer employment became 
that of a paperhanger. Without previous experience, 
and just to save expense, Cox papered a room In his 
own house. The job looked like such a good one, when 
completed, that the neighbors wanted Cox to paper 
rooms for them, and in.this way he gradually estab- 
lished a line of work which dovetailed very well with 
the coal mining. The mines were busy in the fall and 
winter months, the paperhanging filled up the late 
spring and summer months. Thus, two kinds of work, 
and gteady work at either one which was available, 
enabled Cox to shoo the wolf from the door. 

In 1905 the family moved to St. Louis, because, as 
Cox says, ‘a coal camp is no place for girls,” and by 
this time he had five daughters, as well as a son. For 
the next six vears Cox continued to hang paper in the 
warm months and board the rest of the year in mining 
towns, leaving his family in St. Louis. Then, nine 
years ago, with some of bis children grown and him- 
self on the wrone side of 45 years, Cox decided to 
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ie ‘Worked as a paperhanger and painter. 
ed “I never was able to buy a home,” he said regret- 
fully. “It too: all that | made for our expenses, so 
I never havé accumulated anything. Sometimes it was 


pretty tough, and | have wondered how we got through 
as comfortably as we did.” 

Of Cox's six children, one is married and the other 
five still are living at home. The ages of the children 
range from 15 to 31 vears. 

A committee of several members from [llinots, the 
day this interview was obtained, were conferring with 
Cox about the party's prospects in Illinois. and it was 
evident the men behind this movement do something 
more strenuous than write boo'lets denouncing the 
eapttalist system. Speaking tours are carefully mapped 
out, speakers assigned and other arrangements com- 
pleted for an energetic campaign among what is styled 
““he working class.” 

ne of the men present on the Cox front porch was 
August Gillhaus, a stationary engineer of New York 
ity, who is the nominee of the Socialist-Labor party 
or Vice President. In 1908 Gillhaus was the nominee 
of President. During the last presidential campaign 
he party cast a total of more than 34.000 votes. The 
argest number of votes ever cast by the party was fn 
the “off year” of 1898, when the total was above 89,000 

his year, however, they are expecting a fat increase 

n the party vote. 

“Aside from natural growth in the party, we look 
‘or a big sentimental vote,” aaid Cox. “I believe that 
many people who care nothing about the Sovialiet- 
Labor party, and perhaps know nothing about it. will 
vote our ticket this vear just to register their discon- 
tent, and their disgust with the big parties. 

“We are not the party of ‘American Bolshevism,’ 
which we have been called. Bolshevism doesn't fit this 
country. We sympathize with the soviets in Russia 
and believe that their methods were necessary, but 
anch methods don't fit in this country. We are posi- 
tively opposed to those groups in America which lean 
toward physical force. 

“Our methods are strictly echeribuatonal, We carry 
on a campaign of education, under the protection of the 
Constitution, and the freedom of speech and of the 
press which the Constitution secures to all the citizens

Clase for organization along both political, and indus- 
trial directions 


“Ase the soviets have done, we demand the uncondi- 
tional surrender by the canitalist class of the land, the 
tools and all the means of production, to be made the 
property of society as a whole. Because of the differ- 
ence in conditions as between Russia and the United 
States. different methods will be used in this country. 
And we contend that this work of reorganizing the 
country into an tndustrial democracy must be done 
by the working class exclusively.” 

Cox declares they will have none of the bourgeois, 
or “middie class. remar’ing that such are only a 
lower stratum of the capitalist class. In his view, there 
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are only two classes: the capitalist class and the work- 
ing class. 

Members of the Soctalist-Labor party declare that it 
is the original organization from which all other So- 
cialist parties in America have “sloughed off.” The 
party was established in 1888. . 

Both Cox and Gillhaus spoke of Boris Reinstein, who 
is in charge of the Bureau of Education and Literature 
in soviet Russia. He lived in this country for many 
years before going back to Russia, and has frequently 
visited in St. Louis, and has slept at the Cox home 
on Bates street.

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Immense Energy We 


HE source of the radiant energy of the sun is 

one of the unexplainable mysteries of the uni- 

verse, writes Isabel M. Lewis of the United 

States Naval Observatory in the Electrical Ex- 
perimenter. For millions of years the sun has been 
pouring forth its light and heat giving rays at a most 
prodigal rate, without the slightest sign of decreasing 
strength. 

As seen from the sun, the earth is not much more 
than a pofnt on the celestial sphere, appearing’ very 
much as one of the nearer planets, Venus or Mars, does 
to ue. 

The amount of the solar energy that is intercepted 
by the earth must be, therefore, almost infinitesimal 
compared with the total amount poured forth from 
the surface of the sun. It has been estimated, in fact, 
that all the planets together receive less than one 
hundred-millionth (1-1000,000,000) of the total ra- 
diant energy of the sun in the form of light and heat. 
the remainder passing on to the stars beyond at the 
rate of 186,000 miles per second. 


Yet the almost inappreciable amount of energy that 
our own little planet earth receives from the sun as 
compared with the total output is, in reality, one and 
one-half horsepower per square yard, or 230,000,000,- 
000,000 horsepower for the whole earth! 

It is this seemingly inexhaustible supply of energy 
that is behind all forms of terrestrial life and activity 
and if it should fail us the earth would weceme a barren 
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tioned as an argument against the proposition that 
government of a country by a general executive com- 
mittee chosen by the various crafts (working as 
groups) would mean the death or decay of literature, 
the drama, the fine arts and the artistic side of life, 
generally, as contrasted with the material. 

Cox and Gillhaus said that nothing could be more 
untrue of the soviet plan, as shown in Russia itself. 
They declared that the artist, the writer and similar 
workers would be cared for more generously under an 
industrial regime in this country than they are at

Why the Cirele Cannot Be Squared 


O a correspondent who suggests an experimental 
method of squaring the circle, the editor of the 
Scientific American replies that the method 
seems correct, but adds: 
“Your results will, however, be no more accurate 
than your ability to construct squares and circles and 
to measure lines and angles. This does not go much 


beyond a ten-thousandth of an inch. This may be 
quite sufficient for the engineer, but it is not for the 
mathematician.

“They can always and 
very quickly turn their whisky int® money, while it is 
not nearly so easy to turn money into whisky.” 

Hesides the stocks yet remaining in some wholesale 
liquor houses, being sold for “medicinal purposes only,” 
the burglar alarm system of the Missouri District 
Telegraph Co. is being used to safeguard the private 
stocks in more than 40 private residences, according to 
J. M. Sweeny, manager. These stocks range in size 
from one of 400 quarts of whisky to another where 
there is a whole room of unusual size piled high with 
whisky, brandy, gin and wines of every description and 
champagne in the lead. 

When a private stack is put under the protection of 
the electric burglar alarm system, the first step is to 
line the vault, room or whatever enclosed space has 
been set apart for the liquor with what is called 
“compo,” the same being a kind of fiber-board. The 
“compo” is coated with shellac dissolved in alcohol, and 
then paneled with “half round” strips of wood. These 
strips bear a tiny slot, into which the fine copper wire 
is drawn and thus becomes fairly safe from injury 

The simple but effective system of the burglar 
alarm works as follows: During the hours when pr 
tection has been arranged for, a current of electricity 
flows steadily through that fine copper wire mentioned 
above The amount of resistance which the current 
meets on its circeult is balanced on instruments in the 
downtown office of the system. Now anyone who tam 
pers with the wire, either directly or by trying to get

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Bicycles 


Aerial League of America establishes 
$1000 prize for annual contests in 
“avietting,” and there are similar 
prizes in France and Italy—Latest 
sport device may realize old dream 
of flight powered entirely by mus- 
cular energy—Bicycle flying began 
in France with most ludicrous com- 
petition in history—World’s record 
held by French cyclist, who soared 
40 feet at height of four feet £3 


ICTUR&* of the latest sport device, the 
aviette ur flying bicycle, have been pub- 
lished ‘n the Rotogravure Section of the 
Post-Dispatch. If anyone was inclined to 
scoff at the winged velocipede as a mere 
fad, let him’ know that the Aerial League 
of America has now established a thousand- 
dollar trophy for bicycle flying, to be competed for an- 
os the ‘irst event to be held some time this sum- 

“We herve a bundred entrants already,’ said Henry 
Wovdho se, vice president of the Aerial League, “and 


e> pect -wice as many more. All sorts of people have 


rvme ‘orth, for instance a New York bicycle police- 
man The flying bicycle is going to be the cycle sport 
te future. Just as the motor cycle surpassed the 
bicycle, so will the flying bicycle surpass the motor 
cycle.” 

In addition, the Aerial League of Italy has announced 
a prize of 100,000 lire for a competition in bicycle fly- 
ing, while the Peugot Motor (Co. of France has re-estab- 
lished a prize of 10,000 francs, which was announced 
prior to the war. 

So that avietting has arrived as a new sport. Here 
is an affair that is scientific and serious. and at the 
same time droll. You can fancy that when bicycles 
begin flying over the summer meadows the very birds 
will laugh. for the mishaps will make the foolery of 
clowns seem like solemn Sunday sermons. 

In the times before the war the Peugot company 
offered a prize of 10,000 francs for the first person who 
should make a flight of 32 feet entirely by muscular 
energy. When the competition was held it was found 
that 200 or so entrants were present, with every sort 
of cycle equipped with every sort of wing. There were 
large bicycles, small bicycles, biplanes. They were 
pedalled by young men, old men, large men, small men. 

When the officials looked'over the astonishing array 
they were assailed by strong doubts. They might have 
made the distance 32 miles or 32 feet. It wouldn't 
much matter. The competition. was changed into an 
affair of a thousand dollars for the one that would fly 
40 inches at a height of four inches. 

The attempts of the flying bicycle made a weird 
show. A madly peddling en- 
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Broken wings, bicycles and contestants littered the ground. 


inches. And, finally, in 1914, the champion cyclist 
Poulain soared for a distance of 40 feet at a height of 
about four feet. 

It is thus, with 
dreams of mankind come to fruition. 
airplane of today is a very imperfect realization of 
the human longing to fly-—it is motored. The vision- 
aries of aeronautics a score of years back saw their 
ideal in a man's flying by his own bodily power. The 
Wrights, Langley, Lillienthal, all willed a flying ma- 
chine powered by no mechanical power plant. 

Thus the winged bicycle is today’s continuation of 
the magnificent accomplishment of the Wrights when 
Orville Wright's glider rose in 1911, mastering a 5#- 
mile gale, and rematning in the air for 9 minutes and 
48 seconds. One trend of aeronautical thought, that 
of powered flight, has become the airplane. The other 
has led to the absurd first competition of avietters, 
then to the'fine record flight of Poulain, and will lead 
to the hurlyhurly of this year’s American competition, 
and to the hosts of aerial bicycles that will ride air, as 
we are assured they will, when the subtle and extreme- 
ly difficult problems involved are at length solved. 

During the airplane’s days of development a con- 
siderable part of progress lay with the host of en- 
thusiastic model fliers. Ingenious boys and men built 
models by the thousand, half in sport, half in serious 
investigation. This was one of the minor phenomena 
of our times. The model building fad persisted in full 


levity and jest, that the great

career until half a dozen years ago. Since then it 
has waned. The airplane became too obviously an ac- 
complished thing to permit much of the fine juve- 
nile spirit of experiment. 

“The aviette will take the place of the model air- 
plane,” Woodhouse assures us. “Youths and aduits 
will find in the aviette a new and very superior mode 
of gratifying their mechanical likings and at the same 
time their instinct for sport. It will not be a matter 
of building models, but of life size planes, and with 
little more labor than was required for model 
building. The opportunities for experiments and aero- 
nautical study will be limitless. The subtlest aero- 
nautical problems will stand to be solved. Everyone 
owning a bicyele will have full opportunity to work at 
them And when the hum of activity all over the 
country is done,the problems of buman-powered fl .ght 
will be solved. This means a tremendous human im- 
portance for the light summer sport of avietting.” 

This hum of activity was a pleasant thing to an- 
ticipate. Every other lawn or so will hold an in- 
ventive youth trying out his winged cycle, and exe- 
cuting hilarious tumbles Little danger of breaking 
necks, but much of bumps and bruises. The prosyect 
becomes more colorful when the full meaning of the 
newly coined word, aviette, is visualized. 

An aviette may be either a flying bicycle, with a 
propeller or more usually merely a soarer, or a motor 
The fiving motor cycle does not, of course,

And more of the winged 
bicycles came charging toward 
the string: The competition 
was one of the funniest in 
the history of sport, and not 
one of the contraptions suc- 
ceeded in getting an inch off 
the ground. 

With this inauspicious be- 
ginning, the art of avietting 
progressed rapidly. Profes- 
sional bicycle racers succeed- 
ed in devising aviettes and 
getting off the ground. In 
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1912 Laveladoi managed. to = 
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human-powered flight, but 
it is of more practical im 


aerial jitney. The winged 
motor cycle would, of couse, 
be driven while in the air 
by a propeller. 

In the fiving bicycle with 
which Poulain made tis rec- 
ord, the method of rising is 
to tilt the bicycle backward 
a trifle, giving the wings a 
lifting angle. It is a bi- 
piane with the lower wing 
considerably to the rear of 
the upper one. This wing 
Gistribution is nol neces- 
sarily the best one, since 
other flying bicycles that 
have performed creditably 
have been quite different in 
this—some of them mono- 
planes. The ludicrous dan- 
ger to be overcome is the 
tendency of the contraption 
to 2x0 over backward. The 
flving bike speeds along. 
The front wheel lifts, and 
the wings are given an 
angle.

HE French naval pilot 
Berdou, while he had not 
missed his vocation, be- 
cause he was the best pi- 
lot of the coast between 
Spain and i Belgium, 
might easily have quali- 
fied for a much higher official appoint- 
ment. 

Picture to yourself a man of 435, 
rather below the medium height, but 
deep of chest and strong of shoulder, 
with a wiry, active frame, thick, gris- 
zled hair, a broad forehead over a pair 
of clear hazel eyes which looked 
siraight out with a sort of seagull in- 
tentness, lean cheeks, thin mustache, 
square jaw and a pointed chin.
